Where People Will Be Taught to
Handle Fruit in this Section,

Timely Topics of Plants and
Pests Discussed Weekly, by H, A.
Surface, State Zoclogist.

SOFT SCALL ON ROSTON FERN.

“Will you please tell me what to
do for my Boston sword fern? It
is infested with scale insects and 1
am sending some of the branches,
so that you can see what they are
like "

Thus wrote a Bradford county
woman to Professor H. A, Surface,
State Zoologist, Harrisburg. As
many women are interested in the
same information, the Professor's
answer is herewith given for pub-
lication, as follows:

**We have received the sample of
infested fern leaf which you sent
tous, and find it to contain the
soft scale. The best statement for
this is to dissolve Ivory soap in
rain water, making a strong so0ap
solution, to which add ammonia,
about five per cent. Sponge the
leaves, or fronds, with a sponge dip
ped into this solution. Those that
are the worst infested had better
be cut off and burned, If the
plants are stimulated with nitrogen
fertilizer, such as a little manure
water, or a very small amount (a
half teaspoonful) of nitrate of soda,
they will soon grow new fronds
and be all
